Custody officer 
sent to prison 

Seven-year term for creating image of police informant’

A CROOKED Bedfordshire Police 
worker took a mugshot from his 
force which ended up on Facebook 
with the claim that the man pic¬ 
tured was a police informant. 

Within hours of the picture appear¬ 
ing on the social networking site, 
drug dealer Domenico Masciopinto - 
the man shown in the picture - had 
been shot by a gunman. 

Luckily he survived being shot in 
the chest and the wrist, but on 
Thursday the Luton custody officer 
who had obtained the image across 
which he then wrote the caption: ‘A 
police informant since 2009’ was 
jailed for a total of seven years. 

Judge Stephen Gullick told 28- 
year-old Jonpaul Pasqualone, who 
had worked as a £23,000 a year 
detention and escort officer at Luton 
Police Station: “The consequences 
of what you did resulted in a man 
being shot - fortunately not fatally. 
Your recompense for what you did 
was to receive £1,000 in cash.” 

The judge went on: “When Mr 
Masciopinto discovered what had 
happened, he was very annoyed and 
feared for his own and his family’s 
safety. He was not a police informant 
and never had been, he was a dealer 
in Class A drugs based in Bedford.” 

St Albans Crown Court was told 
Pasqualone had joined Bedfordshire 
Police in 2010 in a civilian role work¬ 
ing in the custody department and 
hoped to become a full time officer. 

He had also worked as a custody 


i 



officer at both Luton Magistrates’ 
and Luton Crown courts. In the 
course of his duties he had access to 
a number of computerised informa¬ 
tion systems which contained highly 
sensitive and confidential police 
reports and intelligence. 

The court then heard how at the 
end of 2010 Pasqulone, who lived 
with his girlfriend in a privately 
owned penthouse flat in Bedford 
and drove a silver TT Audi with a 
personal number plate, was contact¬ 
ed by a former friend who had crim¬ 
inal connections. 

As a result said Peter Shaw, prose¬ 
cuting, a week later while working 
night shifts at Luton Police Station, 
Pasqualone sat at a computer and 
under the noses of his bosses 
accessed a series of intelligence 
reports relating to the man. 

Strict rules govern the viewing of 
such information and police per¬ 
sonnel can only do so for lawful and 



valid policing purposes. Pasqualone 
was able to photograph on screen 
documents using his mobile phone. 

In the days that followed he copied 
more highly sensitive information 
following requests by his former 
friend. 

On one occasion, Pasqualone 
downloaded a picture of another 
associate of his friend and edited the 
picture with the words ‘Police 
Informant since 2009.’ 

Judge Gullick was told that on 
January 16, 2011 pictures of 

Masciopinto were displayed on the 
Facebook networking site with the 
caption that he was a police inform¬ 
ant. 

“Domenico Masciopinto logged 
onto Facebook and found the rele¬ 
vant account. He saw that it had a 
picture of him taken while he was in 
police custody, he thought in 2010. 
He saw the text around the picture

A FORMER Government Minister of 
State for Higher Education is to 
become the new Vice Chancellor of 
the University of Bedfordshire. 

Bill Rammell, who is currently 
Deputy Vice Chancellor at Plymouth 
University, will join Bedfordshire in 
August, for the start of the new 
academic year. He was MP for 
Harlow for 13 years, during which 
time he was Minister of State for 
Lifelong Learning, Further and 
Higher Education and Minister of 
State at the Foreign Office and for 
the Armed Forces. 

In his first interview since landing 
the role Mr Rammell told Luton on 
Sunday the university received 
unfair criticism over so-called 
‘Mickey Mouse’ education and in an 
‘ideal world’ the university wouldn’t 
charge £9,000-a-year for courses. 

Mr Rammell, who takes over from 
Professor Les Ebdon CBE, who is 
due to take up a new position as 
Director of Fair Access to Higher 
Education at the Office for Fair 


Access said: “I am delighted to be 
joining Bedfordshire at such an 
exciting time for both the university 
and the higher education sector. 

“The university excels at widening 
participation, transforming lives and 
communities. 

“I think people who have been 
criticising this university and other 
institutes about the courses they are 
running are ill-informed. New courses 
that are introduced from the outset 
receive criticism but if you look at 
the number of applications the 
university has received for them it 
tells its own story.” 

Speaking about the university’s 
fees - which from next year will be 
the same as Oxford and Cambridge 
- he said: “In an ideal would I 
wouldn’t want to be charging those 
figures but if you want a good 
student experience and with cuts to 
the education funding you have to. 
We need to explain this more to 
people out there and make them 
aware of it better.”

Airport has 37 incidents of people shining laser pens 


FIGURES from the Civil Aviation 
Authority show that laser pens were 
shone at aircraft approaching 
Luton Airport on 37 occasions in 
2011. 

Although there were no accidents 
as a result of the offences, the CAA 
is concerned that the numbers of 
recorded incidents have increased 


every year since 2008. A 
spokesman for the CAA said: “We 
are currently seeing a global surge 
in incidents of lasers being deliber¬ 
ately shone at aircraft on final 
approach to airports, but the avia¬ 
tion industry and the police are 
doing everything possible to com¬ 
bat the problem. 


“Shining a laser at an aircraft is a 
very dangerous thing to do and 
could result in the pilot losing con¬ 
trol during a critical phase of flight, 
thereby endangering passengers 
and individuals on the ground.”

saying that he was A Police 
Informant since 2009,” said Mr Shaw. 

That day as he set about trying to 
find out who was responsible, 
Masciopinto was standing outside 
his home in Reddall Close, Bedford 
with a friend and on his phone. 

Suddenly a gunman approached 
the pair armed with a handgun. 
Shots rang out and Masciopinto 
was shot in the wrist and the chest. 
A bullet ended up close to his spine 
at the back of his neck and he had to 
undergo an emergency operation. 

The following day Pasqualone 
was arrested. At his flat in Bedford 
officers found two prohibited self¬ 
loading pistols that were on display 
on a wall - which he had bought 


while on holiday in Bulgaria. Also 
discovered at the property was an 
electronic shock device made to 
look like a mobile phone. 

He pleaded guilty in court to con¬ 
spiracy to commit an act of mis¬ 
conduct in a public office, two 
offences of possessing a prohibited 
firearm and possessing a disguised 
firearm. 

Mr Shaw said that in an interview 
Pasqualone claimed he had been at a 
cafe in Bedford in November 2010 
when he was approached by his for¬ 
mer friend who wanted a police pic¬ 
ture obtained of Masciopinto with 
the words ‘police informant’ printed 
on it. 

“He said the man threatened to 
f*** him up if he didn't assist in 


editing the photographs with the 
words. Pasqualone stated that as a 
result of receiving this threat that 
he was scared for his own safety 
and that of his girlfriend and so he 
agreed to undertake the task 
requested,” said Mr Shaw. 

Last month Masciopinto, 31, was 
jailed for 14 years at Luton Crown 
Court after being convicted of two 
charges of conspiring to supply 
Class A drugs. 

The court heard he had been 
behind a criminal enterprise bring¬ 
ing drugs to Bedford from 
Bradford. 

After the hearing on Thursday, 
Beds Police said Pasqualone had 
formally resigned from his job ‘sev¬ 
eral months ago’.

The document reads ‘An EDL march is 
planned for Saturday, May 5 and togeth¬ 
er with the planned march and TV pro¬ 
grammes it is believed that tensions have 
risen against both the EDL and yourself 
as the leader of the EDL’. 

But Mr Robinson (pictured) said that he 
isn’t concerned by the warning and the 
march will go ahead. 

He said: “This is just scare tactics to try 
to stop us going ahead with the protest 
through Luton. 

“If we cancelled the march I’d be letting 
them win. 

“The only concern I have is for the safe¬ 
ty of my wife and children, I’m not too 
bothered by the risk to myself. 

“I get people ringing my mobile and 
making threats to me every single day, it’s 
nothing new to me. 

“This is the third Osman warning I’ve 
had, the first was before the last march in 
Luton a year ago, and the second was 
before the demo in Blackburn.” 

A meeting between the EDL and police 


took place on Lriday regarding the route 
the demonstration on May 5 would take. 

Mr Robinson said: “We were asked 
whether we would consider staying 
away from the Town Hall and St George’s 
Square and I told them it is non-nego¬ 
tiable. 

“Our protest is against the council, so 
why can’t we stand outside the council 
building and make our views heard? 

“If the police won’t let us protest 
outside the town hall or in St George’s 
Square we will tow the line on May 5, but 
we will come back and march through 
Luton every six weeks until we are 
allowed to do so.” 

Bedfordshire Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Andrew Richer said: 
“Bedfordshire Police are making it a 
priority to talk to and seek opinions for 
everyone affected by the proposed event 
on May 5. 

“We are in daily contact with the local 
authority, community and faith leaders 
and have deliberately put ourselves right 
in the middle of the debate.” 

Leader of the council Hazel Simmons 
said: “It is unfortunate that we now face 
potential disruption to our town and 
through these negotiations our aim is for 
our town to function normally in the 
event of any demonstrations.” 

As the date of the protest nears, Luton 
Council of Laiths has invited residents to 
a meeting on Lriday outside Bury Park 
Community Centre to ‘promote peace 
and acceptance while rejecting hatred 
and prejudice.’

Pension funds are 
in deficit by £380m

THE pension fund deficits 
for Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire councils total 
around £380 million. 

Luton Borough Council has a 
£180m shortfall, with the assets of 
£355m coming up well short of its 
£535m liabilities. That works out 
at a ‘deficit share’ of £908 per head 
of population in the borough. 

Central Beds Council is short by 
£197m, with its liabilities of 
£533m far outweighing its £336m 
assets. 

Its deficit share comes out at 
£773 per person in the district. 

The figures were published by 
the TaxPayers’ Alliance, which 
said ‘all information is taken from 
individual local authority annual 
statement of accounts’. 

Local Authorities across the UK 
had a combined pension deficit 
of £54 billion in 2010/11 - down 
from the £91 billion in 2009/10, 
which was a particularly bad year 


for local government pension 
funds. 

But, even after a recovery, the 
latest combined deficit has still 
increased from £51 billion in 
2008/09. 

TaxPayers’ Alliance director 
Matthew Sinclair said: “The 
deficits in the pension schemes at 
Luton and Central Beds are a tick¬ 
ing time bomb that’s being left for 
future generations of taxpayers to 
deal with. 

“With an ageing population and a 
crisis in the public finances, gener¬ 
ous final salary schemes like these 
are inflexible and too expensive; 
the Local Government Pension 
Scheme needs urgent reform. 

“These councils should not take 
false comfort in the improvement 
in the stock market. 

“Their pension liabilities con¬ 
tinue to far outweigh their assets 
and the situation in Luton is 
worse than two years ago.” 

Central Beds Cllr Maurice Jones 
said: “This is a snapshot, which 
illustrates the pension assets and 


liabilities and resulting deficit at a 
specific time. 

“There are a number of reasons 
why the deficit is significant, 
among them, the current 
economic situation and the fact 
that people are living longer. 

“We have recognised the need 
to address this deficit and resi¬ 
dents’ concerns by putting in 
place a recovery plan, to reduce 
and ultimately eliminate the 
deficit over the next 20 years.” 

Sir Steve Bullock, chairman of 
the Local Government 
Association, which speaks for all 
councils on the subject of pen¬ 
sions, said: “Councils have taken 
steps to ensure the schemes, 
which are significantly funded by 
contributions from employees, 
are affordable for taxpayers, fair 
to workers and viable in the long 
term. 

“The fact the nominal deficit fell 
by £37 billion in just a year shows 
that we are getting it right and 
that the supposed ticking time 
bomb is already being defused.” 


Council tax fraudster stole more than £2k 


A BENEFITS fraudster who did 
not tell the council he had 
stopped claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance has been fined. 

Tomasz Lazar, 49, of Mixes Hill 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty to a 
benefit fraud charge at Luton 
Magistrates' Court on Tuesday. 


Luton Borough Council investi¬ 
gated Lazar’s benefit claim and 
discovered his Jobseeker’s 
Allowance claim had stopped. 

But he should have told the 
council’s Revenues and Benefits 
team about this important change 
in his financial circumstances. 


By failing to report the change, 
he fraudulently obtained Housing 
and Council Tax benefit of £2,210. 

After pleading guilty, the court 
fined Lazar £75 and ordered him 
to pay £537 towards the council’s 
costs. He is now repaying the 
£ 2 , 210 .

Council to change how 
attendance is recorded

THE council will be making 
changes to the way it records 
attendance figures after this 
paper highlighted failings in its 
system. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
looked at how many meetings 
Luton Borough Councillors have 
been to, which, according to fig¬ 
ures on the council’s website, 
showed that eight members had 
attended less than 75 per cent. 

However, since publication it 
has been brought to the council’s 
attention that some of the figures 
were inaccurate and skewed 
some councillors’ records. 

One of the main issues was with 
attendance at panels where atten¬ 
dance is not mandatory and when 
representatives were not required 
to attend they were being incor¬ 
rectly recorded as being absent. 

Cllr David Franks, who raised this 
with the Town Hall after the story 
said that five out of the eight 



Liberal Democrat councillors had 
low records, said: “I have never 
noticed the way those figures look 
and you are entitled to believe they 
are accurate. It is the council’s sys¬ 
tem which is at fault and I am glad 
they have agreed to put it right.” 

The council has apologised to 
the councillors, and Luton on 
Sunday readers, for the mistake. 

The amended figures for those 
mentioned in last week’s story 
show that Peter Chapman has 
attended 59 per cent, less than 
the 65 per cent initially reported, 
Martin Pantling has gone down to 
66 per cent, while Desline Stewart 


has also dropped to 70 per cent. 
Every other councillor has an 
increased attendance rate as fol¬ 
lows: Jenny Davies - 76 per cent, 
Roy Davies - 70 per cent, Michael 
Garrett - 78 per cent, Andy 
Malcolm - 80 per cent and Diane 
Moles - 95 per cent. 

Dean Stokes, head of citizen 
engagement and strategic policy 
at the council, said: “Since your 
article was published it has come 
to light that the system used to 
record councillor attendance 
does not, in relation to two panel 
meetings, take into account that 
members are not always required 
at every meeting. 

“The council is committed to 
ensuring that the information it 
provides about member atten¬ 
dance at its meetings is as accu¬ 
rate as possible, and your cover¬ 
age has highlighted some impor¬ 
tant areas for improvement in the 
current reporting system. We are 
looking at system changes that 
will improve the accuracy of the 
published figures in the future.”

Blackmailer is given 
two-years in prison

A MAN who travelled up from 
Lambeth in London to collect a 
£20,000 debt from a Dunstable 
pizza shop was jailed for two 
years. 

Phillip Watson, 47, was told to 
collect the money from Fast and 
Fresh Pizza in High Street North 
with the promise that he would 
get regular employment. 

When he arrived in the shop at 
10pm he told a member of staff 
Naveed Ashraf to give him the 
money, Luton Crown Court was 
told. 

He handed Mr Ashraf a mobile 
phone and an accomplice came 


on the line making a threat that 
the shop would be blown up 
unless the cash was handed over. 

Mr Ashraf called the owner who 
told him to ring the police. 

Officers were called and Watson 
was arrested, said Jonathan Loades 
for the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Watson, of Shore House, Willard 
Estate, Lambeth, pleaded not 
guilty but was convicted of black¬ 
mailing Naveed Ashraf on 
December 12, 2010, after a trial. 
He had previous convictions 
going back to 1985. 

Gelega King, defending, said 
Watson had been acting as a 
middle man and had been ‘duped’ 
by an associate into travelling to 
Dunstable to collect a private debt. 


He said Watson believed if he had 
been successful he would have 
obtained legitimate work for the 
man’s debt collection business. 

He said: “All he had been told 
was to go to the Pizza shop and 
get the money. 

“The people in the pizza shop 
were not frightened by him. The 
police were only called when one 
member of staff called the owner, 
who said call the police. He was 
visiting the area legitimately.” 

He said Watson suffers from 
kidney disease and has other 
health issues. 

Judge Stuart Bridge jailed him for 
two years. He said: “The offence is 
so serious it must be reflected by 
an immediate prison sentence.”

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Error was with council

we discovered that the fault was 
not sloppy reporting but a huge 
error in the figures published on 
the council’s website. 

This massive council error seri¬ 
ously distorted the attendance 
record for councillors of all parties. 

For example, close examination of 
the published figures for the 
Alcohol and Taxi Licensing Panels 
shows attendance figures varying 
from nine per cent to 50 per cent 
when these should all have been 
shown as 100 per cent. 

This is because of the particular 
nature of these panels; councillors 
are not required to attend every 
meeting, but only those panels to 
which they are appointed. For most 
panels only three members are 
required. 

Because of the way the council 
recorded these panels, every time a 
councillor did not attend a meeting 
of a panel of which they were not in 
fact a member, and therefore, not 
required, the council counted them 
as absent. 

In fact all of the members of these 
panels, of all three parties, did 
attend every panel meeting when 
their attendance was required. 

In addition, being based on pub¬ 
lished figures from the council’s 
website, the story included only the 
main or standing committees. 

As every councillor will tell you 
there are more meetings, many of 
them of greater importance, than 
those included in these published 
figures. 

For example, after some time 
going over my own diary I can say 
the committees included in the 
story, and on which I sit, held 63 
meetings over the period covered. 

In the same period other groups 
in which I was involved held 151 
meetings - none of which are 
included in the official figures. 

Many of the 151 were meetings at 
which critically important deci¬ 
sions were made on issues like the 
future of London Luton Airport or 
on the production of a new local 
plan to govern the town’s develop¬ 
ment over the next 20 years. 

Others covered the appointment 
of very senior council officers to 
important posts and meetings with 
council officers and colleagues to 
dig into the detail behind far reach¬ 
ing decisions being made by others. 

And this does not even include 
the many meetings with residents 
groups and individual local resi¬ 
dents nor those with important 
local institutions like the university, 
religious groups, local voluntary 
organisations and school governing 
bodies. 

This situation certainly applies to 
my Liberal Democrat colleagues 
and probably to councillors of 
other parties as well. 

We are used to council publica¬ 
tions missing out inconvenient 
facts but filling up the official 
council website with figures which 
are not just misleading but mas¬ 
sively inaccurate is unforgivable. 

The council needs to urgently get 
its act together and publish figures 
which reflect what is really going on.

Changing the way attendance is now recorded 


SIR - We welcome your newspaper’s move last week 
to scrutinise councillor attendance at Luton 
Borough Council meetings. 

Unfortunately, the information published on the 
council’s website and consequently included in 
your front page report included some inaccuracies. 

I would like to apologise to your readers and to the 
councillors concerned for this. 

Specifically, since your article was published it has 
come to light that the system used to record 
councillor attendance does not, in relation to two 
panel meetings, take into account that members are 
not always required at every meeting. 

The records for the taxi and private hire and liquor 
licensing panels show some members as absent 
when in fact their presence was not required. 

This has caused the percentage of meetings 
attended for several councillors to be incorrectly 
reduced and we are taking immediate steps to put 
this right. 

Members sometimes have difficult decisions to 
make deciding which meetings to attend when 
unavoidable clashes occur in the council’s calendar 
of meetings. 

That is one of reasons why attendance at council 
meetings is not the only criteria for what makes a 
good and effective councillor. 

Elected members also invest a great deal of time 
and effort in ward casework and attending other 
meetings of value in the community. 

Nonetheless, the council is committed to ensuring 
that the information it provides about member 
attendance at its meetings is as accurate as possible, 
and your coverage has highlighted some important 
areas for improvement in the current reporting 
system. We are looking at system changes that will 
improve the accuracy of the published figures in the 
future. 

The attendance figures for the councillors named 



in the report have been recalculated manually and 
are shown below. 

Figures for all councillors will also be recalculated 
and corrected as appropriate.

Authorities hit out over 
airport expansion plans

NEIGHBOURING councils and 
an MP have spoken out against 
plans to increase capacity at the 
airport. 

Parish councils in Hertfordshire 
have raised objections to the pro¬ 
posal which would see annual 
passengers numbers almost dou¬ 
ble at Luton Airport to 18 million. 

And the Under Secretary of State 
for Transport, and Hemel 
Hempstead MB Mike Penning, has 
added his voice to the concerns. 

He said: “I still believe that 
Luton Airport should remain a 


medium haul, medium-sized air¬ 
port and urge Luton Borough 
Council and London Luton 
Airport Ltd to exercise their pow¬ 
ers, rights and influence to limit 
plans for significant expansion in 
the number of flights and compel 
the operator to deal with the 
existing problems of inadequate 
facilities, access and noise.” 

Redbourne Parish Council has 
issued a statement which said: 
‘Luton Borough Council may ben¬ 
efit financially but the communi¬ 
ties to the south of Luton would 
pay the price environmentally.’ 

A spokesman for Luton Airport 
said: “We are currently consider¬ 


ing all the comments and feed¬ 
back on our proposals to optimise 
and grow the capacity of London 
Luton Airport, which we received 
during our six-week consultation 
period which ended on March 26. 

“The benefits from optimising 
the airport will be felt throughout 
the region, not just in Luton, in 
the form of new jobs in and 
around the airport and other 
inward investment. 

“LLAL is working to mitigate 
adverse impacts of its proposals 
on neighbouring communities 
and we will continue to engage 
actively with interested parties, as 
we have done so far.”

“THIS is a really exciting bit of 
technology with a lot of scope for 
fighting crime,” states Acc Richer 
as he tells me how the force 
hopes to tackle burglary, vehicle 
crime and robbery, some of 
Bedfordshire’s biggest problems 
when it comes to repeat 
offending. 

Following a report in Luton on 
Sunday last month, Acc Richer 
explains how the county will be 
the first to introduce Global 
Positioning System (GPS) tagging 
as part of court bail conditions to 
track whether serial offenders are 
slipping back into a life of crime. 

He says: “Many current bail 
conditions such as a curfew or 
not to go to a certain place do 
not prevent offenders commit¬ 
ting a crime elsewhere. 

“The new tag would allow us 
to check whether a repeated 
offender is at the scene of a 
crime when it happens or rule 
them out by having proof they 
weren’t there.” 

Although at present the 14 
participants in the GPS tag 
scheme, which has been in place 
in the county since last June, 
are taking part voluntarily, it is 
possible that by working with 
the Home Office, it could 
become enforceable through the 
courts within weeks. 

Although Bedfordshire Police 
will initially work to combat less 
serious crimes, the tag could be 
used to deal with criminals such 
as sexual offenders and people 
involved in domestic violence. 

The assistant chief constable

said: “If there is an offender 
living in your community and 
residents do not want them to 
go near a school at opening and 
closing times or indeed at any 
time the school is open, we can 
monitor whether or not they 
have gone there as part of their 
prevention order.” 

Acc Richer claims that in cases 
where the police are aware of 
domestic violence between two 
individuals, it could be possible 
for the abuser to wear a compul¬ 
sory tag while the victim wears 



one voluntarily and if the pair 
come too close the police are 
alerted and can take action in 
time to prevent any violent 
behaviour taking place. 

He says: “We are taking it a step 
at a time. Firstly we will use it to 
prevent mainly vehicle crime and 
burglary by tagging criminals 
who are targeting empty proper¬ 
ties or cars as these are the most 
prolific offenders. 

“People committing these 
crimes will soon be able to 
expect to end up wearing one

of these tags if they are put out 
on bail and in more violent cases 
where the court is not minded 
to remand the criminal into 
custody, this will be a good way 
of keeping a check on what they 
are doing. 

“Obviously we are conscious 
of not wanting to expand surveil¬ 
lance. We have no intention to 
watch what people are doing 
24 hours a day or find out about 
their private lives.” 

It is also believed, despite 
mixed results for present volun¬ 


teers, that the GPS tags can help 
rehabilitate serial offenders who 
are sick of living a life of crime to 
get back on their feet and give 
them a second chance. 

In addition to receiving treat¬ 
ment for drug and alcohol prob¬ 
lems and help with housing 
and gaining employment, it is 
believed the tagging system will 
prevent criminals responding to 
peer pressure from their friends 
to get involved in a crime by 
giving them a reason to stay out 
of trouble. 


“So far the results have been 
mixed for different people but it 
does appear that it has curtailed 
offending for prolific offenders 
and has changed their behaviour 
very effectively.” says Ace Richer. 

“Unfortunately some people 
have breached their conditions 
while on the tag and have ended 
up being sent to prison but it has 
worked in both ways to reduce 
crime as some people have 
stopped their offending and 
others are behind bars so there 
is less crime either way.”

We must get on track, 
say First Capital chiefs

REPRESENTATIVES from First 
Capital Connect (FCC) have 
admitted that their service for 
commuters hasn’t been good 
enough. 

Customer services director 
Keith Jipps and Integration 
Manager Larry Hayman were 
called to attend an Overview and 
Scrutiny meeting at Luton Town 
Hall on Tuesday after complaints 
of regular delays and full trains. 

During the meeting, it was men¬ 
tioned that FCC had bid to run 
the new ‘Thameslink Franchise’ 
which would combine all their 
services with South Central and 
South Eastern networks. 

But Mr Jipps said that if the 
company continued to perform 
the way that they have been, they 
‘don’t deserve to be there’ this 
time next year. It was also con¬ 



firmed that the upgrade of Luton 
Station, which would include a 
new bridge and stairs, should go 
ahead for March 2014. 

Amy O’Callaghan, Labour coun¬ 
cillor on the Overview & Scrutiny 
Board, said: “The statistics show 
that the service provided by FCC 
just isn’t up to scratch. 

“All too often, passengers are ill 
informed of delays and are 
crammed on to four-carriage 


trains during rush hour, often 
having to stand. 

“Luton doesn’t deserve this raw 
deal from FCC and I hope this is 
properly addressed in the new 
franchise.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Larry Hayman, who is a 
spokesman for FCC, said: “I’m a 
commuter myself and experience 
delays and full trains like all other 
passengers, but I can assure you 
that a schedule of clear action has 
been planned to improve our 
service. 

“Work to facilitate the new 
Thameslink franchise that has 
been ongoing since 2009 is due to 
be completed in May, and we 
believe this will have a positive 
effect on our services. 

“The new improvements to the 
bridge and stairs at Luton are 
scheduled for 2014, and longer 
eight and 12 carriage trains are 
expected to be running by 2015.”

Fears over future of 
rollerskating class

A ROLLERSKATING teacher 
fears that he will be forced to 
stop running his classes if the 
new Aquatics Centre cannot 
accommodate him. 

At present, Malcolm Chapman 
uses Luton Regional Sports 
Centre, St Thomas’ Road, to teach 
around 60 children how to roller¬ 
skate on Tuesday nights.

Man lands curfew for 
having fake bus pass

A RESIDENT who left his wallet 
on public transport has been 
convicted of fraud for possessing 
a counterfeit bus pass.

So looking to dispel misconceived 
ideas and dressed in my finest winter 
gear, I hopped aboard easyjet’s 
newest route from Luton to Keflavik, 
for a 48-hour voyage of discovery. 

And it didn’t take long for my warm 
layers to be replaced by the warmest 
of welcomes and my preconceptions 
to be cast off into the crisp Nordic air. 

In two days I was given just a 
glimpse into the wealth of natural 
beauty the country has to offer while 
the tip of the iceberg left me wanting 
to see what else lies beneath the 
mysterious landscape. 

Sipping a cocktail while relaxing in 
the steaming Blue Lagoon - the out¬ 
door geothermal spa which has a 
modest natural temperature of 37-39 
degrees Celsius - I wonder how this 
could possibly be the same place that 
led to the grounding of the world’s air 
traffic in 2010. But, not long into my 
stay, I could easily see why it’s known 
as the land of fire and ice and not just 
for the explosive headlines. 

It was hard to believe that after just 
a three hour flight we were transport¬ 
ed to this magical environment like 
no other I’d seen before. 

As the mountain jeeps picked us up 
from the airport, matching the 
Martian-type landscape, I had to 
pinch myself to check it wasn’t all a 
dream. The barren scenery really is 
out of this world and you could tell 
our tour guide Villi had seen reac¬ 
tions like ours before when he jeal¬ 
ously remarked: “I wish I was coming 
here for the first time.” 

I don’t think I was the only one 
speechless and I can well sympathise 
with those who have struggled to 
define Iceland over the years. 

Driving through the countryside 
the vastness of it all took my breath 
away and with a population of less 
than the city of Preston in a country 
almost equal in size to England 
there’s plenty of space to go round. 

One of the locals tells me that there 
are more puffins than people in 
Iceland - a fact I can well believe - as 
I’ve already seen more horses than 
humans in the wilderness. 

Iceland has always caught my imag¬ 
ination and I snapped at the chance 
to visit it, even if it was just for a short 


time and I don’t think I could ever get 
bored of seeing picture-postcard 
backdrops of snow covered mountains 
or the crystal clear waters snaking 
through the foreground around 
Scandinavian inspired houses. 

We packed in many of the attrac¬ 
tions including the Golden Circle 
tour which takes you to the impres¬ 
sive geysers and even at one of the 
‘tourist hot-spots’ there’s not a queue 
in sight. 

Just as the water bubbles up and 
explodes before disappearing again 
within seconds, reports of the 2008 
banking collapse are a million miles 
away from my thoughts as I marvel at 
yet another symbol of the country’s 
natural volatility. 

It’s not just the scenery that 
warmed my senses leaving me 


wanting more. Being a bit of a foodie 
the local delicacies were equally as 
inspiring. 

We lunched at the incredible Lindin 
Bistro in the heart of the Golden 
Circle and sampled chef Baldur 
Oxdal Halldorsson’s reindeer pate 
(another first for me) which was 
surprisingly tasty (sorry Rudolph) 
topped off by his famous chocolate 
mousse - as mentioned in Lonely 
Planet - just a sniff was enough to 
tempt me from my non-chocolate 
eating lent. Tummies full and cheeks 
warmed we were ready for a spot of 
snowmobiling . . . and even more 
surprisingly, I didn’t fall off. 

The thing I learned about Iceland is 
that you can do as much or as little as 
you please and there are attractions 
to suit all moods. Hotel Borg in the

capital of Reykjavik provided the 
perfect retreat and base for exploring 
the city with its central location and 
modern yet charming rooms. 

And there’s plenty to keep you 
entertained in the cultural capital 
whether you are interested in history, 
art or music. 

Our final evening in the quirky Kex 
hostel, complete with live music and 
the ultimate chilled atmosphere, 
topped off our stay brilliantly and I 
reflected on something one of the 
Icelanders had said to me in jest - 
“we gave you ash instead of cash”. 

After two days in their country it’s 
safe to say that despite recent events, 
if currency was beauty and unique¬ 
ness, they’re the richest nation on the 
planet.

Mark’s back home 
with Dickens classic

MARK DRAKE is back on his home 
turf. 

But whereas eight years ago he 
was performing with the rock 
bands Delphian Complex and 
Arrows at Bedford music venues 
Esquires and The Angel, this week 
he’ll be stepping onstage at The 
Grove Theatre, Dunstable, in an 
adaptation of Charles Dickens’ 
popular classic novel, Great 
Expectations. 

From rock musician to actor is an 
interesting journey and, fortunate¬ 
ly for Mark, hasn’t so far proved to 
be too tricky. 

Born and brought up in 
Harlington and Flitwick where he 
still lives, Mark (pictured) studied 
for a degree in Media Performance 
at the University of Bedfordshire. 
“But just as I graduated,” he says, 
“the fortunes of the band took off 
and I spent the next few years 
gigging and recording. 

“When the band folded I really 
wanted to get back into acting. And 
it was quite strange because I just 
happened to be chatting to a mate 
who told me about open auditions 
that were taking place in London 



for the lead part in a show at 
Waterloo East Theatre. 

“There was just a couple of weeks 
in which to learn and rehearse the 
part because someone had 
dropped out but I got the job and 
from that I got an agent and a part 
in a feature film called Two days in 
the Smoke that is due to be 
released later this year.” 

But that wasn’t the first filming 
that Mark had done. Back in 2010 
he worked with Justin Doherty and 
Neil Fox, the founders of Luton 
Film Stock festival. The short film, 
It’s Natural to be Afraid, has 
scooped up a number of awards 
and critically acclaimed reviews - 
not least for Mark’s performance as 
the joint lead character. 

“I’m very lucky” he says. “In the 
18 months since I started acting I 
haven’t been out of work. Now my 


agent is in talks about some more 
theatre work that would start once 
this tour is over and there may be 
some more film work in the 
pipeline.” 

And what can we look forward to 
with this production of Great 
Expectations? “Well, Charles 
Dickens’ great-great grandson 
Gerald Dickens is the consultant 
on the show so it has the genuine 
Dickens stamp of approval. 

“But also, this is the first time 
Baroque Theatre Company has 
toured nationally and the show has 
been getting fantastic reviews,” 
says Mark. “It’s a more comedic 
adaptation with some very subver¬ 
sive humour - but it’s really family- 
friendly.” 

And will Mark be drawing on any 
of his rock music past and singing 
in the show? “No, I’ve left those 
days behind,” he says emphatical¬ 
ly. “I’ve told my agent: never put 
me forward for musical theatre.” 

That will disappoint former 
Delphian Complex fans but you 
can see Mark playing Joe Gargary 
in Dickens’ Great Expectations this 
Wednesday at the Grove Theatre in 
Dunstable. And, coincidentally, 
fellow Baroque company member 
Lloyd Morris, who is playing the 
convict Abel Magwitch, is another 
mid-Bedfordshire lad; he comes 
from Ampthill originally.

However, Buckle said he was 
delighted with the side’s performance 
and that the players had listened to 
his messages about communication 
on the pitch, winning back the ball, 
and defending set pieces. 

He said: “The work rate was fantas¬ 
tic, the transformation between 
Braintree and that today was a huge 
step forward and is something we’ve 
got to maintain. 

“We were just more organised. I 
asked Mark (Tyler) when was the last 
time we kept a clean sheet and he 
couldn’t remember so that tells a 
story in itself. 

“If we got those couple of goals, 
which I feel we thoroughly deserved 
in the first half, we would have 
marched on, but on the whole we 
deserved to win. 


“If we keep playing like that, we’ll 
get on top and win a lot of games like 
we showed against Hayes. 

“I’m delighted and I’m proud of the 
players.” 

Asked about the missed chances, 
Buckle said: “Our system worked 
really well in the first half and we 
overloaded them. 

“It didn’t come off for us today but 
you can’t knock players for missing 
chances, you must keep positive and 
keep encouraging them because if 
one of them went in we could have 
won that quite comfortably.” 

Alfreton did their best to use their 
physical presence to bully Luton off 
the ball time and again but for the 
first time in a long time the Hatters 
battled hard and dug in.

MARK Hofmann is hoping his 
fighters can help show the good 
side of the sport after the 
disgraceful Derek Chisora and 
David Haye post-match scrap put 
a black mark on British boxing. 

The Academy ABC host their first 
ever dinner show on Saturday at 
Luton Rugby Club and the head 
coach is delighted that scuffle and 
subsequent bans have not influ¬ 
enced his youngsters. 

“That was terrible, a disgrace,” 
he said of the press conference 
clash after Chisora’s world heavy¬ 
weight title defeat to Vitali 
Klitschko in February. 

“They were right to ban him 
[Chisora]. If you get caught doing 
drugs in the Olympics then you’re 
banned for life. 

“That could have been worse 
than it was.

Despite the widespread coverage 
of the incident and fears that it act 
as a negative influence, Hofmann 
is glad that his amateur boxers 
have condemned the actions of 
the two professionals. 

He said: “The kids were talking 
about it but a lot of them were 
slagging it off and saying, ‘it’s bang 


out of order and a disgrace.’ I like 
that because the worry was that it 
would be seen as acceptable and 
it’s not. 

“We’ve had a few kids with 
attitude but we have had a talk 
and they know the rules. We’ve set 
a few discipline procedures up 
and so far, touch wood, they’ve 
been sticking to it. 

“It’s a disciplined sport. You get 
in the ring and you’ve got to listen 
or you’ll get hurt.” 

Saturday’s show, where the bouts 
will start at 8pm, is set to feature 
12 pugilists from the New Bedford 
Road club, including 13-year-old 
Tysie Gallagher - the only carded 
female fighter in the county. 

“We are nervous but looking for¬ 
ward to it as it’s our first dinner 
show,” Hofmann said, adding: 

All the 
kids have trained hard and are 
ready to go now. We got most of 
the juniors out to Oxford on 
Wednesday for some final spar¬ 
ring.
